We have pleasurein informing you that the 
engine is a strong and good muchine, fully capable of effecting the complete drain- 
age of the mine, as has been proved during the winter we have since passed through, 
which has been unexampled for the constant and heavy rains which have fallen. 
Our sumpmen have been employed since the draipage of the mine in strengthening 
the timber work of the shafts and levels, laying down tramways for the more rapid 
and economical delivery of tinstone, and cutting plats at different levels with the 
same object. We have one plat more tocut atthe 82, after which we shall commence 
operations at the 93, which will consist, first, in running a winze through by rising 
and sinking from the said level to the 82; when this is done we shall resume driving 
the 93 fm. level west, and the sinking of King’s shaft below the same, on West 
Basset lode. The 93 is now about 35 fathoms west of King’s shaft, and we think it 
will be wise to drive it to Vivian's shaft before commencing a cross cut north and 
south to the great tin lode on one side, and other lodes in che opposite direction.

The ill-conditioned state of the Bar Iron Trade is inno way changed 
during this week, The same difficulty to obtain orders prevails, 
and althougi one or two firms have advanced their quotations to 
14/. net for common bars, it is simply to recoup themselves for the 
first cost of their manufacture, and to prevent them from selling at 
av acknowledged loss. There are other firms booking at under the 
cost; even these makers can with difficulty secure orders to keep their 
machinery going. Makers are desponding—the high price of coals 
and pigs depriving the market of elasticity, and of an apparent com- 
pensating future. 

Messrs. Reid and Christie are erecting a foundry on the Jands of 
Carntyne, near Parkhead Forge. 

The Scottish Tronworks Company (Limited) have just held their 
second half yearly meeeing— Provost Bennett, Dumbarton, president of the com- 
pany, in the chair. From the reports it appeared that ground and buildings had 
been purchased in Charles Street, St. Rollox, which formed part of the St. Rollox 
Engineering Works, lately the property of Messrs. Young and M‘Andrew. The 
ground consisted of 1620 square yards. The buildings thereon are at present under 
| going alterations to fit them for the business intended —the construction and repair 
| of engines, boilers, and millwright work. The Chairman congratulated the meet- 
| ing on the business done during the past hulf-year, and expressed his pleasure in 
being connected with a company such as the Scottish Ironworks Company, whose 
constitution recognised the claims of workmen to a share in the profits—a principle 
which, if more largely adopted, would obviate all necessity for strikes and lock-outs. 

A new Tramway Car Wheel has been patented by Mr. George Glen, 
Edinburgh. The improvement consists in enabling these wheels to go round curves 
with greater certainty and ease, and to take the points with less friction than at 
present. Thealterations,as shown in Mr. Glen’smodel, may be indicated as follows: 
| —Both the front and hind wheels are mounted on bogies, and are connected with 

each other by an iron rod, which crosses diagonally from the end of one axle to the 
| opposite end of the other; second, each axle is double, consisting of an outer casing 
and an inner or tube axle, which revolves within the outer. The inner axle is 
divided in the centre, so that each wheel revolves independently of its neighbour ; 
in fact, can revolve while the other is stationary. In going round a curve, there- 
fore, the wheels adapt themselves readily and instantly to it, the inner ones ap- 
proaching each other, and the outer separating in proportion. The contrivance for 
catching the points consists of a toothed sector attached to the front axle, and acted 
upon by a toothed pinion, the handle of which is turned in the direction the car is 
| to go, and obviates the necessity of dragging the horses outside of the rails. This 
arrangements also enables the front and hind wheels to be placed further apart, thus 
| ensuring greater stability and smoothness of action. 

Whatever difficulty may beexperienced in producing coal for home 
use, shippers from Scotch ports have no reason to complain of their 
share forthe week ending yesterday —30,998 tons having been shipped, 

against 29,603 tons in the corresponding week last year. This is to 
| be regretted, when so many of our home industries are suffering 
| from a searcity, which apparently cannot be overcome. The Econo- 

mist in an article treating on the ‘‘ Dearness of Coal,” attributes it to “a most un- 
| usual demand—a demand greatly in excess of the usual supply. The prices con- 
sequently rose rapidly. A large number of labourers saw that their employers— 
the coalowners—were getting very unusnal profits and becoming rapidly very rich, 
and they naturally thought that as their labour wrought out the coal, they were 
entitled to share largely in those profits; and they thought also that by striking 
they could exact a rise of wages, and +o obtainthat share. The strikes reduced the 
quantity of coal in the markets, and the consequence is a great rise of price.” This 
| may be true with regard tothe action of English miners; but the Scotch commenced 

their operations by reducing the hours of labour when there was no strike; and 
| when they saw that that was working to their advantage, they next reduced the 
number of working days, and continue now, with present high wages, to work only, 
on an average, half time! It is a fallacy, therefore, to suppose that the scarcity of 
con! is the outcome of excessive deman:t or strikes alone; it is the combined result 
of intermittant strikes, and a carefully calculated reduction of hebdomadal labour, 
#0 a8 to restrict the output to something under the demand, and by this means the 
miners themselves create the scarcity, which would not otherwise exist. The whole 
arrangements to produce this state of matters were planned and directed by heads 
of the National Miners’ Association, and is this to be the value of their organisation 
to the public? 

The Larkhall strike continues. At a conference held yesterday it 
was stated that the men were still determined to remain out, and were capable of 
continuing the dispute for ten months longer. However, Mr. MeDonald thought 
| there was an early prospect of settlement if the matter were left entirely to the men. 
| He trusted that the support of the men would be continued; but they should also

Feb, 20.—The circulars of Earl Dudley and Messrs. Barrows, which 
had been expected some days previously, appeared on Monday, an- 
nouncing an advance in the price of bars to 14/. 12s, 6d. and 14/. per 
ton respectively. Other descriptions of finished iron are selling at the 
usual proportion to this standard, except sheets, for which the de- 
mand and price are still in excess of any other class of iron. Singles 
are firmat 192, with every probability of a furtheradvance. Marked 
bars at the leading houses, other than those named, are 13/. to 
13/, 108, per ton, while the second-class makers are in many cases 
realising as much as 12/. 10s, per ton. The demand for nail rods, 
tube strip, angles, and rivet iron continues large and well sustained 
on account ef local manufacturing purposes. The colonial orders 
coming to hand are large for corrugated galvanise roofing sheets, 
the foreign requirements of this description of ironwork having 
wonderfully increased within the last few years, and Wolverhamp- 
ton is fast becoming an important centre of thisindustry. Pig-iron 
is very firm, but as most of the leading producers have long since

The advance just conceded is equivalent to a rise of 1414 per cent. to the Thin coal 
men and 10 per cent, to the Thick coal men, but the delegates have intimated to the 
masters that it is only accepted on the understanding that no further advance is 
made in the price of coal. How far the coalmasters will comply with this unrea- 
sonable condition remains to be scen. 

At a meeting of coal merchants, recently held in Wolverhampton, 
it was resolved to present a memorial to the proprietors of the Birmingham Canal 
Company, praying them to construct a dock at Wolverhampton, so that the great 
trouble and expense of sending all their coals to Birmingham to be ‘ docked ” may 
be saved. 

It is computed that the output of coal in thedistrict west of Dud- 
ley, which before the eight-liours movement was 50,000 tons per week, has becn 
reduced by fully one-third since the commeneement of the ‘short time” system. 

On Monday Mr. Robert Heath, of the Ford Green Ironworks, North

partially closed. Quotations remain at 13/. 10s. for Crown bars, but 
little business is done owing to the reluctance of makers to accept 
orders in the present unsatisfactory condition of affairs. The market 
for pig-iron is firm at 6/. to 6/. 5s. for grey forge. Coal is 1s. to 2s. 
per ton dearer, aud further advances are considered imminent. 

A rumour is prevalent, which we believe to be well founded, that 
coal-cutting machinery is about to be introduced into the collieries 
in the Cannock Chase district. 

The borings for coal at Huntington, and the trial sinking at Sand- 
well Park, are making steady and, onthe whole, satisfactory progress. 

A terrible accident occurred, on Tuesday, at the Talk-o’-th’-Hill 
Colliery, near Hanley. Anexplosion oceurred in the Eight-foot seam, and the men 
at work (about 30 in number) were buried by the falling of huge masses of debris. 
There is not the remotest chance that one of them can have escaped death. A 
band of volunteers heroically decended the pit at the risk of their lives, but had to 
retreat before the fury of the flames. It will be remembered that Talk-o’-th’-Hill 
was the scene of an equally fatal disaster several yerrs ago. 

At Birmingham to-day (Thursday) the tron Market was very firm, 
and makers who a week ago were selling bars at 137. would not take 
less than 137, 10s,, while others quoted the 14/. standard previously 
declared by Messrs. Barrow. Sheets are again dearer, several lead- 
ing firms having withdrawn their quotation of 192. for singles, and 
are only accepting orders subject to special agreement. It is un- 
derstood that a few orders were placed to day at 19/. 10s., and 20/. 
was asked in some instances. The firm tone of the market was 
maintained to the close, and the ovinion seemed to be general that 
further advances are impending. 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


Feb. 20.—At the last meeting between the coalowners’ committee 
and miners’ delegates connected with the county of Durham, held a 
few days ago, it was arranged that an advance of 15 per cent. be 
made all round, both to underground men and those on the surface. 
A long conference todk place between the parties. which was of a 
friendly character, and the chairman of the owners’ committee urged 
very strongly on the men the necessity of more coal being worked, 
and the members of the committee stated they would do all in their 
power to influence the men in that direction. There is certainly a 
very great scarcity of coals at present, and prices have in most 
cases risen in consequence. The actual reduction in the output of 
coals has, since the introduction of the ten-hours system here, been 
most serious. It must be borne in mind that the two-shift system 
for men has been universal in this district for a long period, and 
unless an accident took place the winding-engines were kept con- 
stantly drawing coals during the whole time—that is, 11 hours—in 
the latter part of 1872. ; 

Now, the reduction from 11 to 10 hours drawing of coals has been 
very great, as really coals are now only drawn 94 hours, the differ- 
ence being taken up in drawing the men to bank. The result taken 
from actual workings is that at works putting out 550 tons per day 
not more than 400 tons are now put out, and on many private lines 
w here large quantities of coals were sent down from all the pits in 
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addition to coke manufactured from part of the coal, no coal what- 
over is now to be seen in some parts of the lines, but only coke, all | 
the coals put out being consumed by the coke-ovens. It need, | 
therefore, excite no surprise that we have at present a coal famine. 
Some of the new works here are expected to put out a large quin- 
tity of coal shortly, T! s the case at Bearpark new winning, 
near Durham, where coal working has already commenced. Atthe 
large new working at Silksworth, near Sunderland, too, a large quan- 
tity of coal may be shortly expected. A new winning for coal « 
an extensive scale is expected to be made shortly near Whitburn, on 
the coast of Durham, when a quantity of coal may be ex- 
pected to be got unlerneath the sea in ablition t lanbeoal. 
A coal field is advertised to be let near Weddrington: this fleld ts 
in a very good position in the great Northumberland steam coal 
tield, and, of course, may be expected to attract much attention. On 
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the whole, the steam-coal trade in Northumberland continues very 
good, and the men and masters are, no doubt, doing lingly 
well. Notice has been given by the men for a further advance ot 
20 per cent. onall prices paid at present, amlt lis question W illeon 
before the Coal Trade Committee shortly. Looking at the 
question, it cannot be expected that coal can be had much cheay 
for some time to come, but the weather will have a materal etfect 
on the consumption for domestic purposes,
